How to Make Big Blue Glossy Prints 


by Earle W. Brown, F. P. S. A., lecturer, teacher, commentator, salon judge 


For years, members of the 
Photographic Guild of De- 
troit have successfully 
shown prints known as BIG 
BLUE GLOSSIES in salon 
exhibits and contests.“ Big” 
has reference to the 16 x 20- 
inch size; “‘blue’’ refers to 
the identifying tone and 
“glossy’’ describes the fin- 
ish of these startling and 
unusual prints 

The Guild is known 
around the world for its 
technique, and many 
awards have come toit asa 
group. There are no secrets 
to this success except hard 
work, and toassist youin be- 
coming a “big blue glossy” 
enthusiast, here are some 
of the rules to follow 

Assuming that your print 
has been exposed and de- 
veloped on a glossy-surface 
paper, you are then ready 
to tone it blue. Members of the Guild 
have found that DuPont Velour Black®, 
Surface ‘T, tones well in Blue Gold 
toner. Standard developers such as 
Du Pont 53-D or 55-D will do a good 
job of developing. Fix and wash in the 
usual manner, being sure all trace of 
hypo is washed away. Prepare blue 
toner as follows: 


Solution A 
Gold Chloride 
Distilled water 


Solution B 
Thiocarbamide 15 grains 
Warm water 8 ounces 
When completely dissolved, add 15 
drops of sulfuric acid while stir 
ring. ALWAYS ADD ACID ‘TO 
WATER... NEVER WATER TO 
ACID. 

To prepare working solution 
Add 2 ounces of Solution A to Solu- 
tion B while stirring. Add warm 
water to make 16 ounces. 


15 grains 
8 ounces 


This will tone best at a temperature 
between 90° and 100°F. Tone to desired 
effect and wash in running water. No 
tone should be so overpowering, how 
ever, as to steal attention. ‘The tone 
should be delicate . . . subtle. 

CLEAN FERROTYPE TINS IMPORTANT 
After washing prints, you are ready to 
make them ‘“‘glossy.’’ Use good black 
japanned ferrotype tins. Wash them 
thoroughly in lukewarm water, wipe 
dry and apply a good liquid ferrotype 
wax. Two drops are sufficient. Rub 
down with a flannel cloth to high luster. 
Place tin where running water can be

directed to it. Wipe print with cotton to 
eliminate any sludge. ‘Then, with water 
running on tin, apply print to tin, face 
down. Drain off excess water. Place tin 
on table, remove excess water with 
sponge, blotter or rubber squeegee 

Prints should dry slowly in a humid 
room, preferably face down on a rug so 
that they will dry evenly. Remember 
to clean tins before re-using, but don’t 
apply more wax until prints stick to tins 

After prints have dried they may be 
spotted before or after mounting. For 
easier handling, | prefer to mount prints 
before spotting them, Use good water 
soluble dyes for spotting, such as 
Nutran, Webster or Spotone. By blend 
ing blues and blacks, you can obtain the 
tone needed to match spotted areas 
Black spots on prints may be removed 
with a good surgical steel etching knife 
Remove spots by a light 
action 

In mounting prints, be sure to use 
white side of the mount Margins 
should be straight and equal in width 
at sides and top. Lower margins should 
be larger for title and signature. Proper 
finishing is one of the most important 
steps toward success In preparing prints 
for exhibitions 
WHY GLOSSY FINISH? Gilossy prints havea 
greater range of tones than matte-sur 
face prints. And the photographer can 
gauge brilliance of the prints in the final 
wash bath just as wellas when ferroty ped 
and dry. The Guild has pioneered in 


establishing glossy surface

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For the Right Tone in Your Prints 
Be Sure to Select the Right Chemicals 


Atevery stepin photography, judgment 
ind experience are needed in selecting 
subject, materials or processing tech- 
niques. All sensitized goods are accom- 
panied by manufacturers’ recommen- 
dations, Careful attention to them will 
help to insure fine results, but devia- 
tions may cause disappointment 

For example, professional-ty pe papers 
should be processed in developers that 
give warm-tone results. Cold-tone 


developers cannot possibly do as good a 
job . . . although, of course, results 
may be passable. 

Recommended formulas are particu- 
larly important when you make toned 
prints. If the prints have 
blocked up or have white contrasty 
ireas, they simply can’t be toned so 
that they'll have all the warmth and 
feeling you expect in them.

Prepared Chemicals Simplify Processing 
A convenient, timesaving way of 
issuring satisfactory results is to match 
fine Du Pont papers with Du Pont 
chemicals.

Another, sometimes overlooked, detail 
relates to drying. Low-temperature 
drying is best, because heat may subtly 
change the tone or color of a print. Air 
drying is recommended. Many photog- 
raphers are using drying racks made of 
plastic window screening. These elimi- 
nate the lint which sometimes appears 
on prints that are dried on cheesecloth.

FILM INSPECTION ROUTINE 


This is the fifth of a series 
of condensed articles on the making 
of Du Pont photographic film 


After Du Pont photographic film has 
been coated, a continuous sheet of it 
slowly emerges from the drying cham- 
bers. As this takes place, a keen-eyed 
inspector carefully examines every 
square inch of the coated surface in the 
dim illumination of safelights. 

Ifanimperfection of any kind appears 
in the film, the inspector marks its 
exact location, and, later on, that part 
of the film is removed and destroyed. 

This is but one of many steps and is 
typical of the routine examinations 
that chart the manufacturing progress 
of all Du Pont films. Control tests are 
conducted in Du Pont laboratories at 
regular intervals throughout the entire 
film-manufacturing procedure to assure 
the uniform quality for which these 
films are known. 

Final inspection of every film stock 
is conducted in blacked-out, air-con- 
ditioned and dust-free rooms where the 
only illumination is that reflected by 
dim safelights.

Now that winter's just around the corner, 
keep in mind that tap water runs colder. 
This means you should increase the washing 
time of filnas and prints, because hypo elimi- 
nation takes many times longer in cold 
water than in warm. Another idea is to mix 
a little hot water with the cold so that the 
temperature of the wash is increased. How- 
ever, care should be taken not to have the 
wash water run too hot or you'll risk retic- 
ulating the film or washing the emulsion 
off entirely.

AVE you ever been swayed by ex 
pert advice on how to get perfect 
negatives through development by 
inspecuon and then found it was almost 
impossible to see under a dim green safe 
light when you put the idea to practice in 
your darkroom? Some people can learn to 
judge negatives by the feeble light required 
for fast panchromatic emulsions (see What 
Do You Know About Available Light? by 
Bob Schwalberg, PHorocrariy, Oct., 1953) ,

But with all the current 
enthusiasm for miniature equipment, the sale of press 
and press-type cameras is bigger than ever because so

no other camera can fill so many of their demands so 
efficiently and well. Let’s see why this is so. 

To begin with, precisely what is a press camera? In 
its most generally accepted form, a press camera is a 
camera with a box-shaped body designed primarily for 
sheet film and film packs, although often there also are 
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provisions for the use of roll film. Focusing is done on 
a full-size groundglass or by rack and pinion coupled to 
a rangefinder. Usually there are several viewfinders, but 
true press cameras never incorporate the reflex meth- 
od of viewing and focusing. (Continued on page 195)

SUPERB action photograph is a 
A meaningful instant snatched 

from a flow of movement. At one 
point in the simple action of a man sit- 
ting down in a chair, a halfback reach- 
ing for a ball, or a policeman pulling the 
trigger of his gun there is a single instant 
that is typical of the entire action. A 
photograph which captures this moment 
contains the impact of the entire situa- 
tion. Truly great news and sports photo- 
graphs, the ones whose force outlives the 
event they record, have this quality. 

In the sports and action category, the 
press camera earns its name and reputa- 
tion. This is due to the mechanical) fea- 
tures of the equipment itself plus the 
creative thinking of the men who use 
the camera. Whether you're covering the 
big leagues or a neighborhood sandlot 
game, the press camera has much to com- 
mend it as a sports and action camera. 

First is the matter of shutters. The 
front shutter with its usual top speed of 
1/400 second (up to 1 /800 second in one 
case) will stop most action. But for ex- 
tremely fast-moving action the extended 
reach (up to 1/1000 second) of the focal- 
plane shutter comes into play. A word 
of warning: when using one shutter be 
sure the other is open. To be on the 
safe side, double check this point every 
time you start to shoot. 

For moderately fast action it is possi- 
ble to focus through the coupled range- 
finder (if your camera is so equipped) 
and then shift back to the tubular view- 
finder or wire sports finder on top of the 
camera to shoot (see illustrations). For 
quicker action, and if you don’t have a 
rangefinder, prefocusing is the logical 
solution. Newspaper photographers 
sometimes preset their cameras at the an- 
ticipated distance of the action to be 
recorded. Should a sudden change in 
the shooting distance call for a rapid 
shift in focus, they know that a quick 
thumbing of the rack-and-pinion knob 
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will shove the bellows forward or back- 
ward a predetermined amount. The lens 
usually is stopped down as far as prac- 
ticable so that depth of field cancels out 
any minor errors. 

You can work out a similar system for 
yourself, but this calls for considerable 
practice in judging distance accurately. 
An easier method is to set your camera 
for its hyperfocal distance. (See chart 
and detailed instructions elsewhere in 
this issue.) When your camera is set at 
the hyperfocal distance, everything from 
about half that distance to infinity will 
be in focus. This method works like a 
charm, but is practical only for medium 
and long shots in bright enough light so 
that a small aperture can be used. 

Some sports photographers use a ver- 
sion of prefocusing called the “sideline 
shuffle.” They preset the focus at 15, feet, 
for example, and then frantically move 
back and forth in a crab-like gait to 
maintain this approximate focus as the 
action of the game moves toward or 
away from the lens. 

Successfully photographing action de 
pends on several factors. Here are the 
important things to consider: 

Speed: Different objects move at dif- 
ferent rates of speed, ranging from about 
4 miles per hour for a pedestrian, 20 for 
a man running, 50 for highway traffic, 
and goo for a propeller-driven airplane 
in flight. Of course all parts of the ob- 
ject may not move at equal rates of 
speed, as in the case of a person walking 
—legs and arms swinging faster than the 
body as a whole moves forward. You 
must select your shutter speed to stop 
the fastest rate of action, if overall sharp- 
ness is important. 

Distance: When you are farther back 
from an object, the image is smaller and 
moves a shorter distance across the film. 
Because of this, it is possible to use a 
slower speed with distant shots than with 
closeups. However, the focal length of

the lens must be considered. The longer 
the focal length of the lens, the more 
shutter speed is needed to stop the same 
degree of motion—if the same degree of 
enlargement is given in the final print. 

Angle: Say you are photographing a 
train. When you are at right angles to 
it the train will move across the film a 
maximum distance during exposure. If 
you shift to a 45-degree angle, the train, 
now moving diagonally, will go only a 
fraction of the distance on the film and

the action can be stopped with a slower 
shutter speed. You get an even greater 
reduction if you shoot the train coming 
directly toward or away from you. 

Obviously, then, when covering action 
subjects you can get maximum action- 
stopping ability by avoiding extreme 
closeups and trying to catch the motion 
head on or at a 45-degree angle rather 
than at right angles. 

When speed gets beyond the stopping 
ability even of the focal-plane shutter 
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you can use the technique of panning 
Say you are photographing an auto race 
and must shoot the cars from a right 
angle. The background isn’t important; 
the subject is the speeding cars. Swiftly 
pan the camera to follow the cars zipping 
by. In this manner the movement of the 
cars across the film is almost nil, and in 
the print they are sharp, although the 
background is completely blurred. 

Aside from these more or less mechani 
cal tricks, the secret of good sports and

Architectural and 


andscape 


I’°S QUITE a jump from mobile, hand- 
held grab shooting, where speed is at 
a premium to leisurely, meticulous 
photography of buildings and landscapes 
but the press camera is well suited for 
both. For some architectural assignments 
nothing else will do except a view camera 
with complete front and back distortion 
controls. But in most cases the press camera 
can do the job well. Its advantages for 
architectural and landscape photography 
include a groundglass which is large 
enough for careful composition, ample 
negative size for recording super-fine de- 
tail, interchangeable lenses, and at least 
a limited number of lens adjustments for 
distortion control (see illustrations). Also 
it is rigid and heavy enough to withstand 
gusts of wind without vibrating 
Photographing buildings or landscapes 
is simple. It just takes a lot of time. You 
must wait for the sun to be at the right 
angle, the clouds to drift past, or until cars 
don’t clutter the foreground. The camera 
work requires a little patience, too, Pet 
haps the angle must be shifted, the eleva- 
tion altered, the lens changed, or a filter 
added. But this litth extra time and 
creative thinking will pay off in a picture 
which captures the personality of the 
building or the mood of the scene. Too 
many snapshots are taken of buildings at 
whatever hour the photographer happens 
to find them. The sun with the areas of 
light and shadow it creates on a building 
adds character and emphasizes such archi- 


tectural details as trim, cornices, and the 


laterchangeable 
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wide-angle or long-focus shoot- 


texture of wood and stone. In general, 
avoid the flat, uninteresting, sun-behind- 
your-shoulder type of illumination, and 
use side or backlighting to dramatize form 
and texture. 

Almost all good landscapes have one 
factor in common: a carefully selected 
center of interest in the foreground. The 
countryside stretches out in back of this, 
giving an illusion of depth. Here again, 
study the groundglass and be willing to 
explore new viewpoints. 

The problem of perspective distortion is 
a complicated one. The commonest ex- 
ample is the way vertical lines converge 
at an exaggerated angle whenever the 
camera is pointed up or down. Sometimes 
this distortion adds to the visual impact of 
the picture, but if you want to correct it, 
follow this simple rule—keep your camera 
absolutely level. Place a small pocket level 
on the bed of the camera and adjust the 
tripod until the camera is level both 
vertically and horizontally. (A few cameras 
are equipped with a built-in spirit level 
for this work.) But what if a level camera 
position cuts off the top of the building 
you are photographing? That's when the 
rising front adjustment comes into play. 
By raising the lens board you can keep 
the camera level and still include more 
at the top. Most press cameras have this 
rising front adjustment, and some have 
swings and tilts both for the lens board 
and the film plane in the back. With such 
controls you can bring perspective back to 
normal even if the camera is tilted -

Not only does the full-size ground- 
glass help you to visualize the final picture 
but it eliminates the problem of parallax, 
which can be bothersome when working 
in close without direct viewing. The 4x5 
negative is large enough to permit re- 
touching. Portraits made with a press 
camera often have a different quality from 
those made with a small roll-film or 35-mm 
. camera. Because the mechanics of han- 
dling are a little more involved and may 
take more time, the press-camera portrait 
may have a deliberate, carefully-planned 
feeling about it. However, spontaneous 
















and informal poses can be recorded with a 
press camera if it is hand-held and used 
as a candid camera. This calls for use of 
the viewfinder rather than the ground- 
glass, of course. When handled in this way, 
the press camera shares eye-level view- 
finding with the 35-mm camera, in con- 
trast to the waist-level viewfinding of the 
twin-lens reflex. Which is more convenient 










eye level or waist level—is entirely a 
matter of your own personal likes and the 
nature of the subject.

TRY INFRARED FLASH 


Shooting in the dark, Weegee recorded tension, boredom, merriment, and rapt atten- 
tion on faces of unsuspecting moviegoers with a Rolleiflex, infrared film and flash. 
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LIKE PEOPLE. I like to catch 

them with my camera as they 
really are, when they are relaxed— 
when they are really themselves. 
This means candid shooting. But 
there is no such thing as a “candid 
camera”; it is the photographer who 
must be candid. A movie theater is 
an ideal place to find people enjoy- 
ing themselves—except that it’s al- 
most totally dark. You can’t use 
flash; that might start a riot, and 
would surely annoy the patrons. 
The obvious answer, I decided, was 
infrared flash. I took a picture of 
the theater manager in the dark, to 
prove that I could do it, and he 
gave me permission to shoot the 
audience, while disguised as an ice 
cream seller. I used a 4x5 Speed 
Graphic for general views and a 
Rolleiflex with 35-mm adapter back 
for the close-ups. The long shots 
were made from the balcony, with 
one flashbulb on an_ extension 
clamped to the railing, one near 
the camera. Focusing was tricky; in 
the dark you can’t use an ordinary 
rangefinder, so I did a lot of expert 
guessing. For the close-ups I pre- 
focused at six feet. When I saw 
something interesting happening, I 
tripped the shutter and nobody was 
the wiser. Why not try some super- 
candids yourself?— Weegee.

First he made all cover 
exposures, then inside exposures. After 
development, sheets were folded and 
the hole cut to reveal nativity scene.

These were blown up to scale, mounted 
with wire braces, and set up on table- 
top background.

HOW TO TAKE CARE OF 
YOUR CAMERA 


These graphic steps will help you keep your equipment in top working order. You'll need 


lens tissue and cleaner, ear syringe, brush, cotton swab, soft cloth, and small flashlight 


By RAYMOND C. HOLDEN 


< Open camera back (leave bellows 
folded for time being for easy 
access to lens), loosen dust and 
dirt from corners and crevices 
with small ear syringe. (Never 
store a dirty camera. Unload and 
clean it before putting it away.) 


Remove loosened particles of dirt> 
with soft brush. Be sure to get 
into film spool areas too, where 
bits of backing paper sometimes 
accumulate. Use lintless cloth 
for final going-over—and you're 
ready to clean rear lens element. 


Lens tissue on a toothpick swab 
is best for dusting lens. Use a 
light circular motion and very lit- 
tle pressure. Remember that if 
a fingerprint is not removed from 
the lens surface, it will in time 
etch itself into the soft glass. 


Front lens element can be dusted 
with tissue, or polished with a 
liquid lens cleaner, as shown, if 
necessary. Your dealer carries 
such liquid cleaners. Follow in- 
structions on bottle carefully. One 
bottle will last you a long time.

Hard-to-get-at places can be 
dusted with small cotton swab. 
Such swab also can be used to ap- 
ply a good grade of leather dress- 
ing (available at many camera 
shops) to camera body and bel- 
lows—to keep them presentable. 


Bellows can be checked for light 
leaks by cutting piece of heavy 
paper or light cardboard so that 
it will fit snugly into opening of 
camera back. Then cut hole in 
cardboard so that it will ac- 
cept pen-type flash, as shown. 


With peanlite and cardboard in~> 
position, take camera into a dark- 
ened room, let eyes get used to 
darkness, turn on penlite and 
move it slowly back and forth. 
Any leaks will show up plainly.

280 winners of prizes totalling $25,000 
in United States Savings Bonds. The 
$2,000 first prize in color was awarded 
to Swiss photographer Werner Liithy 
for an eerie, arctic seascape of icebergs 
by moonlight. The $2,000 first prize 
in black and white went to Farrell Gre- 
han, of New York, for a sensitive, po- 
etic picture of a little girl in a city 
back yard. These and many other 
prize-winners are reproduced on the 
following pages.

As has become traditional in the his- 
tory of the 14-year-old contest, more 
than 100 of the top prize-winning pic- 
tures in color and black and white 
have been brought together to form 


the gth Annual PHorocrapny Travel- 
ing Salon. It is now being exhibited 
at the Kodak Information Center in 
Grand Central Station and in the In 
ternational Business Machines Build 
ing in New York. During the next few 
months it will be shown throughout 
the country. 

Aside from the unprecedented num 
ber of entries (topping last year’s rec 
ord high by about 17,000) the 1953 
contest showed some interesting trends 
Conspicuous among amateur as well as 
professional entries were the relatively 
large number of candid, natural-light, 
“slice-of-life” pictures. There were 
many attempts, sometimes fumbling 
and unsuccessful, sometimes effective,

The King wrote back and told me he 
would be away most of the time during 
my trip but that I could take pictures of 
his grandchildren and his summer palace.

proaches that can be used, one of which 
is outlined below. Thirty scenes in a 
four-minute film allows eight seconds for 
each scene, but you will want to devote 
more time to some, less to others. Indi- 
cate scene timing on your script, allowing 
a little film at the end for possible re- 
takes. When the script is complete, read 
it over two or three times to get the feel 
of the continuity. When you're satisfied 
with continuity, prepare for shooting. 
Rehearse each scene until it is just as 
you want it—in that way, only one take 
should be necessary 

Here is a sample scenario, telling the 

story of a weekday evening from sun- 
down to bedtime (vary it to suit your 
own situation and interests) 

1. Title: “At Home.” Words appear 
against carpet background. Shoe-clad 
feet of various members of family 
step in one at a time. (Actually. eas- 
iest way to shoot this is with camera 
upside down, with shoes arranged 
around title and then pulled away 
one at a time, allowing a short pause 
between pail When this strip of 
film is reversed end for end, after 
processing, it will give the effect de- 
sired ) 

Silhouettes of each member of fam- 
ily to establish (introduce) persons 
involved in later scenes. Dad oper- 
ates a camera, mother looks over a 
favorite plant, older boy uses type- 
writer, younger son examines model 
car. (To light for silhouettes, place 
two reflectorfloods about five feet 
apart, three feet from light-colored 
wall, and aimed at wall at angle of 
45 degrees. Place subject about 4!2 
feet from wall, just out of light range 
Set diaphragm half a stop smaller 
than indicated by exposure meter 
to get a dark silhouette.) 

Clock indicates time—early evening. 
Table lamp in living room is turned 
on. 

Slow panorama shot—kitchen, ends 
on frame-filling scene of mother’s 
hands peeling potatoes FADE TO 
Mother’s hands, knitting 
Clock—time for dad’s arrival 

Hand inserts key in front door lock.

your neighbor who is viewing this bit of 
pantomime? He doesn’t know that Junior 
had been sitting on an ant hill. You 
must clearly show the reasons prompting 
Junior's actions, a close-up of the ant hill 
with the ants scurrying around and then 
a closeup of Junior’s face as you ask him 
how it felt to have ants in his pants. You 
will get a few feet of this priceless ex 
pression to fill in after the ant hill shot. 

‘You will not have to strive for real- 
ism as realism is nothing more than 
showing a true and natural picture. Your 
picnic scenes will be natural and will re- 
quire no acting from your family as they 
are doing only what they would nor- 
mally do. When you are working with a 
contrived script, it is a little more diffi- 
cult to get that realistic viewpoint on 
film, although I can recall a time when 
it was more than easy. 

“We were ‘on location’ at Malibu 
3each in a scene from one of my earlier 
home movies. It called for a member of 
our cast to commit a murder by throw 
ing a man off the cliffs to the ocean and 
rocks below. For an interesting camera 
angle, we took our crew to the base of 
the cliff and with a telephoto lens I shot 
our ‘murderer’ heaving a_ realistically 
dressed dummy to it rewart We did 
not realize that from the highway it 
would appear that some fiendish devil 
was throwing a man to his death and 
that the passing motorists would feel it 
was their duty to apprehend this mad 
dog killer. We could hear fenders and 
bumpers mash as the drivers stopped too 
hurriedly in their anxiety to see that 
justice was done. Within a few moment 
the police arrived on the scene demand 
ing a complete accounting and explana- 
tion of the reported liquidation. Need- 
less to say, our shooting schedule was 
way off that day 

“I mentioned previously that there is 
a permanent value in the creation of a 
script. It is best to double space the 
script so as to have room in which to 
list pertinent information regarding the 
scene. After the scene has been shot I 
jot down, under the scene listing, such 
statistics as aperture opening, lens used, 
how many photofloods and what type of 
film were used. There are even times 
when I will list an odd piece of clothing 
or jewelry that might be forgotten. This 
information is a real benefit if a scene 
must be retaken. If a scene turns out 
dark you can refer back to the aperture 
and lighting used and thereby make nex 
essary corrections. The completed script 
will also come in handy as a guide in 
building future scripts.” 

“In addition to your busy daytime 
schedule, shooting home movies at night 
must create a long, arduous day,” I 
noted 

“Yes,” Jerry answered. “After spend- 
ing all day at Paramount Studios in the 
movie business some of my friends won- 
der why I shoot home movies evenings 
and week-ends. To me there is no finer 
recreation or hobby. It is the most tre- 
mendous thrill to see something you 
have created appear on the screen and 
observe its effect on other people. Be-

Press-Type Cameras 
(Continued from page 73) 


Provision for internal flash synchron- 
ization is standard on current models. 
Although the press camera shares some 
of the features and appearance of the 
studio camera, it is designed for rapid 
shooting as well as for more leisurely 
work 

Son e press cameras have a high pet d 
focal-plane shutter in addition to the front 
or between-the-lens shutter. Others come 
with a single front shutter or a behind- 
the-lens shutter of the Compur type in 
front of which barrel-mounted _ inter- 
changeable lenses are attached 

Press-type cameras have the general 
format of press cameras but omit many of 
their feature and generally cost consid 
erably less. See the Check-list of Press 
type Cameras for details on available 
models. Both true press cameras and le 
elaborate types are included 

Press and press-type cameras come in 
several sizes, the most popular being the 
newsman’s 4x5. For the worker striving 
for technical perfection, the man who 
needs to retouch his negatives, and the 
guy who wants to escape the demands of 
slow, fine-grain developing, this may well 
be the ideal size. But for the candid fan, 
the casual snapshooter, or the photo-jour 
nalist a 4x5 camera plus holders and ac- 
cessories can add up to an aching back 

Many amateurs prefer the scaled-down 
models in the 3!4x4'4 or 2'4x3'4 siz 
which combine press-camera features in a 
lighter, more compact format. Some pho 
tographers feel that these small models 
are an excellent compromise between size 
and press-camera versatility, but othe: 
hold that you lose the advantage of large 
film size without gaining the light weight 
and rapid operation of 35-mm and roll- 
film cameras. Of course, the final choice 
depends on you and the kind of picture 
you want to make 

Interchangeable lenses make press-type¢ 
cameras extremely versatile. The shift 
from normal to wide-angle or long-focu 
lenses can be accomplished fairly quick 
and easily. Of course, this feature is of no 
advantage to the one-lens, one-camera 
photographer 

The variety of viewfinding methods 
available on most press-type cameras 1S 
helpful no matter what kind of picture 
you take. A well-equipped camera gives 
you a four-way choice: focusing on the 
groundglass itself for leisurely, critical 
work; faster focusing with the coupled 
rangefinder; a tubular viewfinder on top 
of the camera (used in combination with 
the focusing scale if the camera has no 
rangefinder), and a wire sports finder for 
free-hand shooting to catch rapid action 

You can rapidly switch film types and 
sizes if your camera is equipped with the 
proper adapter back A choice between 
sheet film in holders, 12-exposure film 

ck, and roll film lets you meet a variet 

shooting situations. Although using 
roll film in a 4x5 press camera may eem 
a little like hitching a plow to a B-36, 
there are times when this adaptability 
Is a distinct advantage Anyone who 
has ever shot a roll of black-and- 
white film and then wanted to change
